threaten the entire U. N. structure.

The bobsled was scattered for

a 57-minute delay. 


By that lime, witnesses said, 


.snow nearly had blotted out all 
evidence of the tragedy which oc- 
curred at 1:30 p. m., (E.S.T.), 
yesterday.

square-mile area. 


No charges or arrests have been 


announced during the ensuing in- 
vestigation.
